FACTS 

1. On September 12, 2002, Applicants erroneously paid $55.00 for a one-month 
extension of time fee under small entity status pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(a)(1) (see Exhibit A, 
attached), whereas Applicants should have paid $1 10.00 under large entity status. 

2. The current large entity fee for a one-month extension of time fee pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.17(a)(1) is $130.00. 

3. Thus, the deficiency owed for the payment made on September 12, 2002, is 
$75.00 ($130.00 minus $55.00). 

4. On May 20, 2008, Applicants erroneously paid $525.00 for a three-month 
extension of time fee under small entity status pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(a)(3) (see Exhibit B, 
attached), whereas Applicants should have paid $1050.00 under large entity status.
